•IS REST SINCE 
1918 IS REPORT 


H ealth conditions (n Pontotoc 
county havq made 
as 
grogt 
progress in recent years as any 
county can boast of, 
in the 
opinion of Dr. I. L. Cummings, 
county physician. Since the in­ 
fluenza epidemic in 1018. he 
said, conditions in the county 
have gradually improved, with 
an average of from IO to 15 
per cent im provement each year 
since th a t date. 
Illness in the county last ye&r 
was confined for the piost part 
to m alaria fever, chills, and oth­ 
er minor illnesses, with but a 
few scattered case of contagions 
diseases. Typhoid 
fever 
was 
less felt in 1021 than it had 
been for years and there was 
practically no smallpox in the 
county. In his 
opinion, 
the 
county today is nearly 50 per 
cent better off from a health 
standpoint than it was in ll) 18. 
Calls for physicians in the 
county 
are 
fewer 
than 
they 
have been in months, due large­ 
ly to the fact th a t people, since 
the deadly epidemic in 1918, 
have begun m aking a study of 
cures for petty ills and do not 
* require the services of a pro­ 
fessional man for every fever. 
Only in serious *cases do many 
of them summon the physician. 
People are also being gradu­ 
ally educated to the point where 
the old adage th at a “stitch 
in tim e saves nine,” is law and 
are guarding against sickness its 
spread and th e quickest meth­ 
ods of its cure.

Much has been said recently about a Federal Department 
of Education. We hope such a department will not be estab­ 
lished, for we can see in it no good and much harm. President 
Nicholas Murray Butler of Columbia University is of the same 
opinion. 
He thinks we ought to continue the “free and nat­ 
ural system of education which has grown up among us.” 
An educational system must meet the needs of the individ- 
al communities. 
There should not be national rules or even 
state rules, requiring the 
same 
subjects to be studied in 
every community. There are different needs to be met and 
that system of education which does not recognize these fun­ 
damental facts is lacking. As we understand the matter, this 
essential is recognized in Oklahoma now and “particularly 
in this Teachers’ College district. 
The main reason why we object to a federal department 
of education is the tendency of any federal bureau or depart­ 
ment to encroach upon the preprogatives of the states, and our 
Supreme Court of late has been very inconsiderate of states' 
rights. It will be a sorry day for the American youth if the 
public schools ever get under the control of the national 
government. Long range stuff in educational affairs is not 
what we want. 
We hope our public educational systems will remain in 
the provinces of the states. To let them become merged into 
a national, soulless 
and 
autocratically 
ruled aimless or­ 
ganization will destroy the birthright of every American boy 
and girl—the right to be educated in a “free and natural 
system.”

Local doctors say there are 
many such families in this city. 
In some families bad colds are 
evident and the entire domes­ 
tic 
circles 
from 
father^ and 
mother to the youngest child, 
is effected. 
On the other hand, there are 
many more families that are 
not touched by a change of 
weather. They pass through sea­ 
sons 
when 
sickness 
is 
more 
pronounced without being trou­ 
bled. You may have wander­ 
ed why two 
families, 
living 
neighbors, are so different. 
Then, too, there is the baby’s 
side of it. Some children grow 
up healthy and strong, Bullet­ 
ing little from illness; others 
although strong in early life and 
come susceptible to colds, and 
every other malady to which the 
young are liable. 
Local doctors say illness, es­ 
pecially in children, is to a 
large extent due to overheated 
rooms, poorly ventilated homes 
and a bad type of bed covering 
at night. Although a house may 
be well built, there is a chance 
that some families will keep it 
overheated, with the result that 
persons coming 
in from 
the 


cold soon become too hot, the 
sudden change weakening their 
resistance to colds and other 
ills. 
Meed Air at Night. 
Many people sleep in rooms 
with little 
ventilation. 
Some 
keep 
stoves 
burning 
without 
the proper methods of allowing 
gases from the fire to escape. 
In these cases, it is said, the 
room has an atmosphere that 
tends to weaken the vitality of 
the body. In such homes babies 
suffer most, as* they naturally 
are weaker and have smaller 
powers of resistence to disease 
germs. 
Ooctors advise all families to 
see that their homes are well 
ventilated and that they are 
properly heated. There is no 
need of having a home over­ 
heated, even in cold - weather, 
for the body itself is capable 
or 
generating 
some 
warmth. 
So long as the room is warm 
enough to be comfortable, there 
is no need for it to be sev­ 
eral degrees higher in tempera­ 
ture. 
It was pointed out that in 
cases where a 
family seems 
easily effected by disease, the 
fault is usually attributable to 
the home. 
In homes where 
plenty of fresh air is available 
and 
the 
temperature of the 
room is kdpt at normal, good 
health is the rule, Ada physi­ 
cians declare.

RIGA, Latvia, Jan. 2.—A story 
telling how Nikolai 
Lenine, 
the 
Russian Bolshevik Premier, hid in 
a haystack in a swamp near Petro- 
grad in July, 1917, and from that 
headquarters directed 
Communist 
activities in the 
Russian 
capital 
while agents of Premier Kerensky, 
aided by police dogs, 
searched for 
him, has just been officially told. 
Lenine finally escaped to Finland 
as a fireman of a locomotive and 
lived 
secretly for a time in the 
house of the chief of police of Hel­ 
singfors, a Bolshevik sympathizer. 
Then 
he returned to Petrograd to 
become proletarian dictator of Rus­ 
sia. 
The story is told in the Moscow 
PR AVA DA by A. Schotmann, Fin­ 
nish Communist, who was delegated 
toy the Central Committee of the So­ 
viet party to find Lenine a safer 
biding place than the haystack. 
Schotmann writes that he visited 
Lenine in his haystack headquarters 
each day carrying provisions and 
newspapers. Lenine, he says, occu­ 
pied himself in writing documents 
for world revolutionary propagan­ 
da and drawing up resolutions to 
be adopted by the Communist Par­ 
ty Congress which held frequent 
meetings in Petrograd. 
The police chase was becoming 
toot and it was decided to move 
Lenine to Finland. The future Pre­ 
mier shaved off his beard and mus­ 
tache and bought a wig to hide his 
bald head. Schotmann arranged with 
a friend, an engineer, to give him 
passage as fireman on bis locomo­ 
tive. 
After a^ong march through the 
swamps, they reached the railroad 
and Lenine rolled up his sleeves and 
fed firewood into the firebox while 
the other members of the party 
traveled as passengers on the same 
train. At the last Russian station 
on the Finnish border, the quick­ 
witted engineer detached the loco­ 
motive and took it behind the sta­ 
tion to take in water, while the pas­ 
sengers* passports were examined. 
Just before the signal for the train's 
departure, the locomotive returned 
and in 15 minutes Lenine was safe 
on Finnish soil. 
\ 


By the end of September, 1917, 
he was back in Petrograd person­ 
ally directing the operations of the 
successful revolution in November 
of that year.
